RESENTATION CHANGED 


A fter more than three decades of 
agitation, the edict has gone 
forth 
th a t hereafter 
southern 
representa­ 
tion in national Republican 
conven­ 
tions shall be reduced. The announce­ 
m ent to that effect, however, which 
w as recently made by Chairm an Hiles, 
.was not unexpected, because of the 
general understanding ever since the 
Chicago convention of two years ago 
th at the change was certain to come. 
And perhaps it is just as well. 
Heretofore in Republican 
national 
conventions each state was 
allowed 
four delegates-at-large and two dele­ 
gates in addition for each representa­ 
tive in congress in the state, no m at­ 
ter w hat the vote had been. 
Under 
this plan some southern states 
had 
one delegate for about 1000 Re pub ti- 


Incidentally 
the 
result is a vindica-!/*’ 
tion of Governor Johnson. 
The last 
legislature provided 
for 
two 
new 
judges in K ern, and the governor ap­ 
pointed two outside men,' Judge F ar­ 
mer from Berkeley and Judge Peairs 
from Los Angeles. 
The reason 
for 
this was the bitter fight that developed 
among candidates in Kern for the ap­ 
pointments and the fact th at there 
was a feeling th at independent men 
from the outside might help in the 
needed clean-up. They did, and Judge 
Peairs especially, by 
im paneling 
a 
special grand jury, incurred the hat­ 
red of the “Old Guard.’’ Both of these 
outsiders, however, won out at the 
election by good majorities, fully ju s­ 
tifying the wisdom of the governor's 
appointm ents.—Riverside Press.

That the revolution in Mexico is agrarian, that the 
land question is tile dominant question In the Re­ 
public, is set forth by the Christian Science Monitor 
as follows: 
"Tile revolution in Mexico, begun under Diaz and 
still progressing, is agrarian. 
The cry for land re­ 
form in th at republic is elem ental and fundamental. 
W ere it not thai four-fifths of lite population were 
ready to give countenance and support to leaders 
promising an overturn of the great hacienda or land­ 
ed estate system and an overthrow of tile great 
haciendados, or landed gentry, these leaders, from 
Madero to Carranza, would scarcely be known today 
in Mexico's troubled history. 
The promise of land 
reform and Hie hope of land reform have constituted 
at once a revolutionary bait and a patriotic incentive 
for tile millions of Mexican peons. 
The studious 
and scholarly Madero, him self of Hie aristocratic 
caste aroused the common people by declaring that 
if successful in uprooting tile Diaz system lie would 
not be content short of the destruction of the land 
monopoly. 
He probably m eant well at the start, but 
lie found him self unable to fulfill his pledges and 
that was the beginning of the end for his regime. 
Huerta was gifted neither witli Hie understanding 
nor moved by the disposition to take up the cause 
to which Madero was considered to have proved 
false. 
Carranza, a northern Governor and military 
chieftain, espoused that cause and through tills es­ 
pousal won over to ills side the friendship of Villa, 
a peon iii origin, uncouth, who had been stamped as 
a bandit and an outlaw, yet perhaps among the 
popular favorites was the only one who had given, 
or who was capable of giving, unm istakable proof 
of Ills fealty to the common people. 
‘ So long as Carranza in word and deed held im­ 
movably to the cause lie had espoused Villa fought 
his battles, 
it is but just to the latter to say that 
apparently he remained loyal to Carranza for the 
sake of Hie main issue, long after Carranza had 
ceased to make a return in kind. 
It will be recalled 
by the student of Mexican affairs during these recent 
months th at Carranza was reported to have been 
detected in several attem pts to supersede his cham­ 
pion, and th at Villa, putting aside his personal griev­ 
ances, kept steadfastly to the task of displacing the 
common enemy, Huerta. 
"It is wholly unnecessary to Indorse the course of 
Villa during the earlier or later part of his career 
in order to discover in him some virtues that have 
been all too rare in Mexican leadership. The search­ 


ing scrutiny into his character his movements and, 
as far as possible, into his intentions, instituted by 
the governm ent at W ashington, it is now well under­ 
stood. failed to undermine Hie confidence which both 
Hie President and the secretary of state, for various 
reasons, were early constrained to repose in his in­ 
tegrity. 
It has at no time appeared th at he was 
desiring or seeking personal ends. 
On the other 
hand, it is by no means clear th at in suspecting Car­ 
ranza of leaning toward the conservative and aristo­ 
cratic elem ent, and consequently of turning away 
from the cause for the advancem ent of which this 
revolution was begun and is still being continued, 
lie has done the ostensible chief of the Constitutional­ 
ists any injustice. 
All the indications point to the 
abandonm ent by Carranza of tile only issue that ever 
could be cited to Justify the overthrow of the Diuz 
regime. 
“For years Mexico had been at peace. Superficially 
at least it had been for years prosperous. 
In a 
strictly commercial and industrial sense the republic 
under Diaz was making marvelous progress. But the 
Mexico th at was prospering and progressing—tile 
Mexico thfit was commanding skill and outside capi­ 
tal—was not the Mexico of the Mexicans. Millions 
of tile people of Mexico were sunk In peonage, only 
another name for slavery, ignorance and superstition. 
Diaz, who had succeeded in so many o th er ways, had 
failed utterly in the im portant m atter of raising the 
moral and intellectual level of the m asses of his peo­ 
ple, of forming from Hie m aterial which had been 
passed over to him by Juarez and which was theu 
ready for the mold, a native Mexico. 
“W hatever may have been Ute underlying thought 
of Madero, Felix Diaz, H uerta, C arranza and the 
rest, there has been but one im pelling motive be­ 
hind the great body of the Mexican revolutionists 
in these recent years—the establishm ent of a govern­ 
m ent th at would wrest the lund from the favored 
few and distribute it equitably am ong the many. The 
leaders may have been fighting for military glory, 
for power, for personal gain, but the g reat majority 
of their followers have been fighting for the right 
to exist on better term s than they have ever in the 
past been able to obtain. 
T heir leaders have failed 
them one after another—all, apparently, Bave one. 
Villa is not content with merely ejecting one man 
from the palace of Chupultepec th at another may be 
installed; he insists th at, the revolution that has 
brought this about shall mean som ething for the 
people, for the class, for the despised caste, in be­ 
half of which he lias a peculiar right to speak.”

prominence during the 
Olympic games of 1908, when through 
misunderstanding he failed to take 
paj-t in the final of the three miles 
team race for which he had qualified. 
During the three years Bouip made 
qplte a record as a distance and cross­ 
country runner. He ran second to A. 
E. Wood in the international cross­ 
country race at Derby, England, in 
1909, being only a couple of yards be­ 
hind the British champion at the fin­ 
ish Dater in the same year Bouin es­ 
tablished . new French records tronp 
three miles upward, and although suf­ 
fering pom an injured ankle finished 
second in the English national of 1910. 
In 1911 he Won this event at Newport 
and repeated the following year at 
Edinburgh. In Paris last year Bourn 
won the great cross-country race by 
fully 200 yards from Ernest Glover, 
one of the best cross-country runner* 
in Europe. 
As a track runner, 
Bouin 
repre­ 
sented France at Stockholm in 1912. 
Previously he had shown wonderful 
time in several races at distances ex­ 
ceeding one mile and 
had 
set his 
heart on winning the 5000-meter Olym­ 
pic championship. 
After 
a terrific 
struggle, Hannes Kolehmainen, the 
Finnish champion who is now la this 
country, beat Bouin for first honors by 
inches, while Hutson, the great Eng­ 
lish runner, finished third 150 yards 
back of the Finn and Frenchman, in 
that event at Stockholm. 
Bouin, was chagrined but hot dis­ 
heartened at this defeat, and he im­ 
mediately 
began training for the 
world’s one-hour record 
He accom­ 
plished this in 1913 on the Stockholm 
track where, in a paced race, he cov- 
ereu ll miles, 1442 yards in the hour, 
which beat Harry Watkins' world rec" 
ord by 150 yards and Al Shrubbs’ ama­ 
teur record by 300 yards. 
This was 
Bouin’s crowning achievement in ath­ 
letics, aud taken together with 
his 
jealously guarded anateur standing 
and his glorious death on the battle­ 
field, Bouin’s name will hold an hon­ 
ored place in the world's annals of 
brave athletic champions.

At Joplin’s the two cans of fish, each 
supposed to contain 3000

fry,
